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INTRODUCTION

This report describes the California Department of Toxic Substances Control's
(DTSC) accomplishments during state fiscal year (FY) 2015-2016, from

July 1, 2015 through December 31, 2015; and shows DTSC’s progress toward
meeting the goals and objectives in the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act
(RCRA) Grant C Work Plan. The activities conducted are consistent with DTSC’s
mission, and advance DTSC’s and the United States Environmental Protection
Agency’s (US EPA’s) strategic goals. DTSC and USEPA executive staff meet
quarterly to discuss how the grant commitments are progressing.
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l. ENFORCEMENT AND EMERGENCY RESPONSE

DTSC performed the following activities between July 1, 2015 and December 31, 2015
except where noted. The activities included in this report were RCRA grant funded and
state funded. Data from DTSC’s databases provided the principal basis for reporting
these activities.

Enforcement Activities

The following are Enforcement and Emergency Response Division (EERD) Activities
during the reporting period:

1 Completed 41 RCRA funded inspections, 77 non-RCRA funded inspections, and
seven Used Oil Appropriation and Used Oil Contract funded inspections.

1 Completed 42 EERD Financial Assurance Reviews (26 were RCRA funded, 13
non-RCRA funded, and three Used Oil).

_ Financial Assurance (FA) / Financial Responsibility (FR) Reimbursed/Released
(replacements) a total amount of $14,773,354.53.

1 Completed 60 non-RCRA funded electronic waste (e-waste) inspections.

—  Assessed $828,536 in settled cases resulting from administrative/civil
enforcement actions, in which $730,786 was from RCRA funded cases and
$97,750 was from non-RCRA funded cases.

T Initiated 11 administrative/civil enforcement cases; settled seven
administrative/civil enforcement cases four from RCRA funded inspections and
three from non-RCRA funded inspections).

1 Received 308 formal complaints; referred 270 complaints to Certified Unified
Program Agencies (CUPAs) and other agencies; and took action on 47
complaints. Total number of complaint actions processed was 317, which
includes complaints from prior fiscal years.

1 Conducted 11 CUPA evaluations; and 18 CUPA oversight inspections.

_ Received two ninety-day accumulation extension requests; two were approved,
none were denied.

_ Did not receive or inspect any self-disclosure notifications, and closed/settled two
Self-Disclosure investigations.

1 At the United States/Mexico border, a total of 2237 trucks were inspected. DTSC
inspected 1431 trucks (1344 Northbound and 87 Southbound). Four violations
were discovered for RCRA and non-RCRA hazardous waste. San Diego County
conducted additional inspections, under contract with DTSC; a total of 806 trucks
(806 Northbound and 0 Southbound). Two violations were discovered for RCRA
and non-RCRA hazardous waste.

_ Received 17 import notifications and 17 export notifications.

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B. HAZARDOUS WASTE GENERATORS REGULATION
CUPA Coordination and Support

DTSC provided guidance and technical assistance to local regulators and the
regulated community during the reporting period. DTSC continued its partnership
with Cal/EPA and the CUPAs to meet the goals in the RCRA Grant work plan and
provide suitable protection for California citizens from RCRA and non-RCRA
hazardous wastes. Through support and oversight of the statewide CUPA program,
DTSC ensured that the goals for generator compliance with RCRA and non-RCRA
hazardous waste handling requirements were monitored appropriately and
consistently by the CUPAs. DTSC conducted the following activities in support of this
goal:

1. Assistance

Between July 1, 2015 and December 31, 2015, DTSC received 220 calls and
e-mail questions from CUPAs, with 40 of these calls and e-mails relating directly
to RCRA issues. An additional 80 calls and e-mails were received from members
of the regulated community and the public, with 20 of these questions being
directly related to RCRA issues.

DTSC provided technical assistance to the CUPAs at the Bay Area, Southern,
Central, and Joint Central/Southern Regional CUPA Forum meetings, and at the
Northern and Southern California CUPA Hazardous Waste Technical Advisory
Group meetings.

2. External Training

Training provided or funded by DTSC is a major component of the effort to
maintain consistent statewide enforcement of hazardous waste laws and
regulations. DTSC committed $10,000 in contract funds to support the training
needs and activities for the CUPAs, DTSC staff, industry and the regulated
community. DTSC staff is a member of the Unified Program Trainers Committee
which is composed of State and local training coordinators and deals with CUPA
training issues. Through this committee, DTSC staff worked closely with the
CUPAs to assess training needs and plan and coordinate CUPA training.

California Compliance School
DTSC and the California Community Colleges continued their joint-effort operation of the
California Compliance School (CCS). CCS offers basic instruction on compliance with

State and Federal hazardous waste laws and regulations.

California Environmental Protection Agency Basic Inspector Academy

DTSC continues its involvement in Cal/EPA’s Basic Inspector Academy. DTSC

coordinated the classes and provided instructors for each of the following sessions:

Ventura, Santa Barbara, Northern Los Angeles, San Luis Obispo, and Kern
Counties. One instructor was provided for this session.

One instructor
was provided for this session.

1 October 20-23, 2015, in Baldwin Park (41 students trained). This location covered
Los Angeles and Orange Counties. One instructor was provided for this session.

7 November 3- 6, 2015, in San Jose (30 students trained). This location covered
Santa Clara, San Francisco, San Benito, and Monterey Counties. One instructor
was provided for this session.

1 December 8-11, 2015, in Stockton (19 students trained). This location covered
San Joaquin, Calaveras, Amador, Tuolumne, Stanislaus, and Merced Counties.
One instructor was provided for this session.

Continuing Challenge

Three DTSC instructors conducted two trainings on “Recognition of and Environmental
Crime” and responsibilities during an environmental emergency chemical spill at the
Continuing Challenge HazMat Workshop held in Sacramento on September 8 - 11, 2015
(26 students trained).

California Hazardous Materials Investigator Association Annual Workshop

On October 8, 2015, the Sacramento County Environmental Health and the California
Hazardous Materials Investigators Association (CHMIA) sponsored a training on
“Sovereign Citizen”. Two DTSC staff participated as trainers for this course with ten
DTSC staff attending this training.
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California/US EPA CID Joint Advanced Environmental Crime Training Program
(AECTP)

I On October 21, 2015, DTSC provided two instructors for the “Environmental
Enforcement Field Sampling” training course. DTSC also provided three staff as
facilitators in support of the twenty-six hours of field exercise at the California
Specialize Training Institute (CSTI) in San Luis Obispo. Twenty-four students
participated in this training.

1 On October 27 — November 6, 2015, DTSC staff conducted the “Introduction to
Environmental Field Sampling for Enforcement” class and another DTSC
instructor conducted a training on RCRA Waste and California Waste
Classification at CSTI. Thirty-six students participated in these trainings, including
two DTSC staff.

Hazardous Waste Tracking System Training

DTSC tracks information on hazardous waste handlers, transporters, and manifests
using the Hazardous Waste Tracking System (HWTS). HWTS allows access through
the Internet for selected local agency staff. This training covers searching for facilities,
using manifest reports, and viewing transporter registration information. This information
can be used to look for possible mismanagement of hazardous waste, to investigate
complaints, and to identify other hazardous waste management violations. DTSC
provided HWTS training in Ventura for six Ventura CUPA staff in December 2015.

Transporter Inspection Training
7 On December 3, 2015, two DTSC instructors provided training on how to conduct
a transporter inspection at DTSC’s Clovis office for six staff.
7 On December 8, 2015 two DTSC instructors provided training on how to conduct
a transporter inspection at DTSC’s Berkeley office for 11 staff.

Western States Project
1 Introduction to Environmental Field Sampling — State of Nevada
On October 14 -15, 2015, DTSC’s EERD, under the sponsorship of the Western
States Project, conducted a course in “Introduction to Environmental Field
Sampling for Enforcement” to the State of Nevada Division of Environmental
Protection. Twenty-five students participated in this training.

1 Introduction to Environmental Crimes

On October 27-29, 2015, Western States Project presented “Introduction to
Environmental Crimes” for the State of California. DTSC staff presented
“‘Defensible Note Taking and Report Writing” to 60 criminal investigators and
inspectors. Twelve DTSC staff attended this training in Sacramento.

Witness Testimony Training

DTSC has developed a “Witness Testimony” training course that blends online virtual
inspection and classroom instruction. Forty-six DTSC and local agency staff have
registered to take the online Auto Body Repair Shop virtual inspection course and

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seventeen have already completed the course. After completion of this course, the
students will take the Witness Testimony classroom training portion in fiscal year 16/17.

3. Periodic Evaluations of CUPA Programs

There are 82 CUPAs in California, including those managed by DTSC in Imperial
and Trinity Counties (refer to section J and Appendix B of this report for more
details on the Imperial and Trinity Counties work). For these 82 CUPAs, DTSC
performs oversight functions which include:
C assisting with regulatory interpretations on inspections and enforcement;
evaluating each CUPA on the hazardous waste portions of the CUPA
program during the Cal/EPA triennial evaluation;

71 participating in various CUPA forum meetings and workgroups;
coordinating with other local, State, and federal agencies regarding the
CUPA Program; conducting independent oversight inspections;

_ providing technical assistance; and

_  providing classroom and in-the-field training.

Cal/EPA conducted 12 CUPA evaluations between July 1, 2015 and
December 31, 2015. DTSC participated in 11 evaluations and conducted 18
CUPA oversight inspections.

C. COMPLAINT INVESTIGATIONS

DTSC’s EnviroStor Data Management System shows 308 complaints were received
from July 1, 2015 through December 31, 2015. These complaints, and the resulting
actions taken on those complaints, are reflected in the table below. There were an
additional 50 complaints received from Cal/EPA’s online Single Complaint Tracking
System (SCTS) that are not included in the total or the table below. Those 50
complaints were not within DTSC’s regulatory jurisdiction and were referred to
outside entities.

The Cal/EPA SCTS is an online system that allows the public to report environmental
violations. The person entering the complaint chooses whether the complaint is
related to air, solid waste, pesticides, toxic substances, water, or Proposition 65. The
complaint is then routed to the appropriate board, department or office (BDO) for
processing. The additional 50 complaints referenced above were created when the
public entered complaints that were outside Cal/EPA’s jurisdiction.
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These complaints and the resulting actions taken on those complaints are shown
in the following table:

D. Enforcement Activities
1. Formal Enforcement

Between July 1, 2015 and December 31, 2015, DTSC initiated formal
enforcement actions on 11 cases. Two of these cases have been referred to the
Office of the Attorney General or the District Attorney. These cases have not had
administrative orders issued or civil complaints filed, and negotiations for these
cases are in progress. The two cases are currently considered confidential and
are not listed in the table below and are not included in the narratives in

Appendix A.

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DTSC settled seven cases through civil or administrative action, resulting in fines
and penalties totaling $828,536. As shown in the following table, $730,786 in
penalties were collected from four RCRA funded facilities. The following tables
identify each of the formal enforcement cases where DTSC took action. Specific
narratives for the initiated and settled cases are found in Appendix A.

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2. Other Enforcement Activities: (Actions which are not confidential)

CG Roxane Inc. (aka Crystal Geyser), City of Olancha, Inyo County,
CAR000031203 (complaint). On April 13, 2015, following an investigation into
allegations of disposal of industrial wastes to three onsite disposal ponds,
Chatsworth EERD issued a Summary of Violations (SOV) to CG Roxane for the
following violations: illegal storage of hazardous waste arsenic in a pond, illegal
treatment, and failure to conduct a hazardous waste determination. The
corrective action in the SOV instructed Crystal Geyser to immediately cease
using the Arsenic Pond and to provide a Removal Action Work Plan to the
Department within 60 days for the liquid and solid wastes, pond liner, and any
contaminated soil. In May of 2015, the company removed both the water and
sediments from the Arsenic Pond and the single layer liner out of the ground
without providing the work plan to DTSC or notifying DTSC of the start of work.
Crystal Geyser then sent the RCRA hazardous waste to an unpermitted
industrial waste water treatment plant, Starlight Environmental Inc. DTSC is
currently working with the Regional Water Quality Control Board (RWQCB) on
both removing the remaining site contamination from the Arsenic Pond and
addressing the ground water contamination.

E. Data Entry, Management and Reporting

Data Entry and Management

DTSC tracks inspection and enforcement-related data in the EnviroStor database.
EERD works in coordination with DTSC’s Data Management Unit and US EPA
Region 9 to ensure data quality. The details are described in the Information
Management Section of this Program Self-Assessment.

F. Miscellaneous Activities
1. Compliance Incentives, Self-Disclosures

During the reporting period, DTSC did not receive or investigate any self-
disclosure notifications. Two cases resulting from a self-disclosure investigation
were settled/closed:

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2. Compliance Assistance, 30-Day Storage Extension Requests

If RCRA waste must remain onsite for longer than 90-days due to unforeseeable,
temporary, or uncontrolled circumstances, a one-time extension of up to 30 days
may be granted at DTSC'’s discretion on a case-by-case basis per Title 22,
California Code of Regulations, section 66262.34 (c). The extension is granted in
writing, but an application requesting the extension must first be submitted to
DTSC. From July 1, 2015 to December 31, 2015, DTSC received two
applications for an extension. In order for a requestor’s application to be
approved, the application must have the following:

1) Be complete and contains all requested information;
2) Have an original signature; and
3) Be received by DTSC prior to the date the 90-day accumulation time expires.

G. California/México Border Program
1. Border 2020 Program Coordination and Support

DTSC is an active participant in the Border 2020 bi-national meetings and the
local San Diego County Hazardous Waste Task Force meetings. DTSC Staff has
direct communication with PROFEPA (Mexico’s Federal Enforcement Agency)
and SEMARNAT (Mexican Federal Secretariat of the Environment and Natural
Resources) officials to request information on facilities operating south of the
border that are importing hazardous waste and e-waste from California. This
open communication with PROFEPA and SEMARNAT officials is essential during
our investigations and enforcement activities.

DTSC plans, organizes, and implements training on the import and export
requirements to the “maquiladoras”, Mexican government officials, industry, and
non-governmental agencies. No training workshops have been conducted as a
joint effort with PROFEPA and SEMARNAT during this reporting period. DTSC
also provides support to the US Customs & Border Protection on special projects
related to imports/exports of hazardous waste/hazardous material.

Border Training, Workshops, and Meetings

California-Mexico Relations Council Meeting, City of San Diego, San Diego
County: On July 15, 2015, EERD Cypress/San Diego Enforcement Branch
Supervisor attended the California-Mexico Relations Council Meeting in the City of
San Diego. The following agenda items were presented: Report Overview of
2014 Annual Report, Vote to approve 2014 CMBRC Annual Report to Legislature,
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New River Updates, Status of Strategic Plan, Tijuana River Valley Recovery
Team Recovery Strategy “Living with the water” presentation, Tires & Solid Waste
and updates on Border Projects by ARB, Cal/EPA and Caltrans. DSTC is an
active participant in the California-Mexico Relations Council.

DTSC-San Diego County Border Meeting, City of San Diego, San Diego
County: On September 3, 2015, EERD Cypress/San Diego Enforcement Branch
Staff participated in a Border Meeting with San Diego County, Hazardous
Materials Division. The following agenda items were discussed: Border Training,
Border Meetings, LDR of Imports of Hazardous Waste, Transporter
Documentation and Current Enforcement Cases.

California Border Environmental Task Force Meeting, City of San Diego, San
Diego County: On September 9, 2015, EERD Cypress/San Diego Enforcement
Branch Staff and Supervisor attended the California Border Environmental Task
Force Meeting held in the City of San Diego. Reports by the following agencies
were discussed: US EPA, US Customs & Border Protection (CBP), DTSC,
CalRecycle, County of San Diego and Air Resources Board. DTSC provided the
following updates: Inspections at the ports of entry, OCI and EERD coordinating
southbound inspections at Otay Mesa Port of Entry and future border training
workshops. The next meeting of California Border Environmental Task Force was
tentatively scheduled for February, 2016.

Border 2020 Baja California/California Waste & Enforcement Task Force
Meeting, City of Mexicali, Baja California: On September 10, 2015, HWMP
Deputy Director and EERD Cypress/San Diego Enforcement Branch Supervisor
attended the Border 2020 Baja California/California Waste & Enforcement Task
Force Meeting held in the City of Mexicali, B.C., Mexico. The following agenda
items were covered: Border 2020 reports, Border Project Presentations (recycling
e-waste, solid waste, composting), New Border Initiatives, Public Forum, and
Closing Remarks by SEMARNAT. The next meeting was tentatively scheduled
for February, 2016.

Border Coordinators Exchange of Information Meeting, City of San Diego,
San Diego County: On October 8, 2015 Cypress/San Diego Enforcement Branch
Supervisor participated in the Border Coordinators Exchange of Information
Meeting via conference call. The agenda included the following: Welcome and
Introduction, CMBRC Meeting Follow up, Border Coordinator Updates,
California/Mexico MOU Updates, Border 2020 Updates and Border Legislation
(SB 83 & AB 965). DTSC provided the following updates: Border inspection
program, Southbound inspections with U.S Customs & Border Protection at the
Otay Mesa Port of Entry (Otay Mesa POE) and the Border 2020 California/Baja
California Waste & Enforcement Task Force Meeting in Mexicali, Mexico.
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2. Surveillance and Enforcement

DTSC conducts coordinated inspections with CBP at the Otay Mesa POE in San
Diego County and at the Calexico East Port of Entry (Calexico East POE),
Imperial County. DTSC conducts inspections at the Otay Mesa POE from
Tuesday through Friday and at Calexico East POE every Friday. DTSC inspected
all northbound trucks importing hazardous waste and/or hazardous materials into
California. DTSC inspections include review of all shipping documents, including
manifests and waste profile, for the cargo. DTSC notifies PROFEPA of any
rejected hazardous waste shipments.

In addition to the northbound truck stop inspections, DTSC began conducting
southbound truck inspections with CBP at the CBP Otay Mesa POE. These
coordinated inspections targeted trucks that may be illegally exporting hazardous
waste into Mexico.

San Diego County Contract

In July 2015, DTSC amended its contract with San Diego County and extended it
to June 30, 2017. This contract is funded by DTSC’s RCRA grant. Two of the
main activities under the contract scope of work are port-of-entry inspections at
the Otay Mesa POE and providing training to the maquiladora industry. San
Diego County provided two days of inspection at the Otay Mesa POE.

Between July 1 and December 31, 2015, San Diego County Department of
Environmental Health and CBP conducted Border truck stop inspections on a
weekly basis at the Otay Mesa POE.

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Southbound Inspections

DTSC began conducting southbound truck stop inspections at the CBP Otay
Mesa POE in September 2015. A limited number of these coordinated
inspections were conducted because they required the assistance from CBP
officers.
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3. Compliance Assistance Training
No DTSC hazardous waste management training workshops were conducted.
4. Compliance and Enforcement Capacity Building

DTSC identified and implemented activities to increase and improve compliance
with environmental best practices and laws. DTSC continues to support the
Arizona Department of Environmental Quality (ADEQ) in the development of its
border compliance and enforcement program.

5. Port of Entry (Import and Export of Hazardous Waste)

During the reporting period, DTSC received 17 import notifications, and 17 export
notifications for the POE program and three Annual Reports for exports. Data
from the notifications and reports are continuously entered into the POE
database.

DTSC placed emphasis on tracking imported and exported wastes. DTSC
reviewed import notices and checked the receiving California facilities to ensure
that they were permitted to accept the wastes in question. Information identifying
the types and volumes of wastes imported and exported, and the companies that
import and export hazardous wastes, were retained in DTSC files.

. Initiatives
1. Environmental Justice

EERD has a major role in planning and implementing the strategies, activities,
and tasks in DTSC’s draft Environmental Justice Work Plan. The details are
described in the Environmental Justice Section of this Program Self-Assessment.

There were two Environmental Justice Projects conducted in the Los Angeles
area. The first Project was conducted in the Boyle Heights area, which ranked in
the top five and ten percent of California Communities with multiple pollution
burdens in the CalEnviroScreen tool. Boyle Heights is a neighborhood in the city
of Los Angeles, which is to the east of downtown Los Angeles. Also included in
this Project, was an area extending to the neighboring communities of Chinatown,
Commerce, Downtown, East Los Angeles, El Sereno, Lincoln Heights and
Vernon. The inspections in these areas took place from July to September, 2015.
DTSC was a lead agency for eleven inspections (three hazardous waste
transporters, five electronic waste handlers, two auto wrecking, and one metal
recycler). DTSC assisted the Los Angeles County CUPA with inspections of ten
hazardous waste generators. DTSC joined the City of Los Angeles CUPA on an
inspection of one plating shop located in its jurisdiction. DTSC joined US EPA on
inspections of five hazardous waste generators. DTSC also joined California

Department of Pesticide Regulations (DPR) on inspection of two pesticide
producer establishments. DTSC joined California Department Resources
Recycling and Recovery (CalRecycle) on inspections of two recycling processors
and used tires salvage yard. In addition, DTSC’s OCI has supported DPR and
CalRecycle and inspected six discount stores. DTSC also reviewed records of
contaminated sites in the area and conducted visits to those sites.

37 inspections were conducted in Boyle Heights.

7 11 businesses inspected with DTSC as the lead agency and 26 joint
inspections with Los Angeles County CUPA, City of Los Angeles CUPA,
US EPA, Department of Pesticide Regulation, and Cal Recycle.

The second Project was conducted in Pacoima, which is in northern Los Angeles
County and in the San Fernando Valley. In addition to Pacoima, inspections were
conducted in Arleta, Sun Valley, and Van Nuys. Inspections began in

November 2015 and are continuing into January 2016. DTSC was a lead for
twelve inspections (three hazardous waste transporters; three electronic waste
handlers; one auto wrecking; one permitted facility; and four retail stores). DTSC
joined the Los Angeles County CUPA or the Los Angeles City CUPA in inspection
of six plating shops located in its jurisdiction.

Inspection Summary Report for Cleanup Sites at Boyle Heights & Pacoima
Drive-by inspections were subsequently conducted to verify the security measures
used for each site by DTSC between August 4 and 6, 2015, in Boyle Heights and
on October 18 and 21, 2015, in Pacoima. A site walkthrough, if granted, was also
conducted. The Schools Branch inspected 24 sites in Boyle Heights and 29 sites
in Pacoima.

2. Scrap Metal Initiative

DTSC’s EERD and OCI continued their work on a joint initiative to conduct
inspections and investigate complaints at scrap metal recycling facilities
statewide. Of the fourteen sites that have been inspected last two fiscal years
in Los Angeles, San Bernardino, Alameda, and Fresno Counties, all of them
resulted in Class | violations and are current civil or administrative enforcement
cases.

. Non-RCRA Funded Activities
1. Electronic Waste (E-Waste)

a. Covered Electronic Device (CED) and Cathode Ray Tube (CRT)
Recyclers

DTSC’s inspection of electronic waste (e-waste) recyclers and dismantlers
conducting treatment of e-waste is financed by a fee collected from the
consumer when a CED is purchased in California. The fee is also used by the
Department of Resources Recycling and Recovery (CalRecycle) to reimburse
compliant e-waste recyclers and dismantlers for their activities (via the
Covered Electronic Waste or CEW Program). DTSC is in its eleventh year of
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inspecting electronic device and CRT material recyclers. The DTSC E-Waste
Team conducts these inspections.

Between July 1, 2015 and December 31, 2015, DTSC conducted 16
inspections of e-waste recyclers. No facilities were cited for Class | violations.

b. E-Waste Collectors

DTSC continued to inspect e-waste collectors for compliance with universal
waste management regulations. As offsite collectors of universal waste, these
facilities fall within the regulatory purview of DTSC and are not part of the
CUPA inspection universe.

Between July 1, 2015 and December 31, 2015, DTSC conducted 44
inspections of e-waste collectors. Of the collectors inspected, one of the
facilities were cited for Class | violations.

c. Efforts to Reduce Future CRT Stockpiling and Abandonment

DTSC continues to meet quarterly with management and staff from
CalRecycle, ADEQ, and U.S. EPA Region 9 to monitor the shipment of
millions of pounds of California CRTs to Arizona each year. Coordination
between DTSC and ADEQ remains critical as the need to keep CRT glass
flowing to its final recycling destination is a goal of both BDOs, and the
economic/market incentives for companies to stockpile CRTs continue to
increase. There were no instances of CRT abandonment reported to DTSC
between July 1, 2015 and December 31, 2015.

While DTSC does not have jurisdiction over CRT glass management abroad, it
continues to closely monitor CRT glass flow to Mexico, especially since the
world’s last CRT glass remanufacture plant (located in India) shut down in
October 2015. In December 2015, DTSC published an industry advisory
regarding allowable alternative CRT recycling dispositions and destinations,
and the process for securing a concurrence from DTSC to manage CRT glass
as an excluded recyclable material.

2. Used Oil
DTSC, in coordination with CalRecycle, continued to provide oversight of

transporters, transfer stations, and recyclers of used oil in accordance with
California’s Hazardous Waste Control Law.
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DTSC conducted seven Used Qil inspections, as follows.

J. DTSC is the CUPA in Imperial and Trinity Counties

The Unified Program consolidates, coordinates and makes consistent the administrative
requirements, permits, inspections and enforcement activities of six environmental and
emergency response programs. Cal/EPA’s role is to oversee the implementation of the
Unified Program as a whole. The state agencies responsible for these programs set the
standards for their program while local governments implement the standards. The
Unified Program is implemented at the local level by 82 government agencies certified by

the Secretary of Cal/EPA.

DTSC has been designated by Cal/EPA to implement the Unified Program (as a CUPA)
in Imperial and Trinity Counties. The details are described in the Imperial and Trinity

County CUPA Programs Implementation Summary, Appendix B.

B. Case Highlights

Clearwater Environmental Management, Inc., Union City, Alameda County:

On July 29, 2015, the Alameda County District Attorney’s Office announced the
sentencing of Kirk Hayward and Charles Seaton, respectively the former owner and
Vice President of Clearwater Environmental Management, Inc. The two were cited on
a number of hazardous waste violations, including transporting hazardous waste
without a permit, falsifying hazardous waste manifests, which included fraudulently
using the identity and license of another transporter and falsifying hazardous waste
disposal locations, and illegally consolidating, storing, and disposing of hazardous
waste. Kirk Hayward was ordered to serve one year in the county jail and five years
of formal probation and to pay miscellaneous fines, and was permanently ordered to
not own, manage, or consult for a hazardous waste company. Charles Seaton was
ordered to serve four months in the county jail and five years of formal probation and
to pay miscellaneous fines, and was ordered not to own, manage, or consult for a
hazardous waste company for ten years.

Comcast Cable Communications, LLC, Statewide:

On December 15, 2015, Attorney General Kamala D. Harris and District Attorney
Nancy E. O’Malley announced a $25.95 million settlement with COMCAST over
hazardous waste disposal and privacy violations with Comcast Cable
Communications LLC (Comcast) to resolve allegations that Comcast both unlawfully
disposed of hazardous waste and discarded records without first omitting or redacting
private customer information. As part of the settlement, Comcast will pay a total of
$25.95 million. The settlement stems from an investigation in which DTSC’s OCI and
the California Highway Patrol assisted by conducting hundreds of waste inspections
throughout the state. Comcast warehouse and dispatch facilities and customer
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service centers unlawfully handled and disposed of various hazardous waste
products; routinely and systematically sending these materials to local landfills that
were not permitted to receive these items. The majority of the waste was electronic
equipment. The investigation also uncovered that Comcast discarded documents
containing sensitive customer information, including names, addresses and phone
number into the trash without shredding them or making them unreadable, potentially
exposing the information to identity thieves. As part of the settlement, Comcast has
committed to fund multiple measures to enhance its environmental and customer
privacy compliance over the next five years.

Electro-Forming Company (EFC), Richmond, Alameda County:

In 2012, an investigation of Electro-Forming Company (EFC), a metal plating
company in Richmond, was initiated by DTSC’s OCI after allegations of unlawful
disposal, storage, treatment, and transportation of hazardous waste. Some of the
hazardous wastes found on site included acids, spent plating solutions, wastewater
treatment sludge, polishing dust, corrosives, anodizing solutions and cyanide. As a
result of DTSC'’s investigation, EFC owner Marion Patigler pled guilty to nine
misdemeanor charges and EFC Company pled to four Felony counts. Patigler was
ordered to pay $50,000 in criminal fines; EFC Company was ordered to pay an
additional $250,000 in criminal fines. Patigler and the company are also liable for
$224,424 in restitution to DTSC. Patigler was also ordered to immediately shut down
the business in Richmond, clean up and remove from the site all hazardous materials
and waste as well as equipment, to not engage in any type of business that generates
hazardous waste, and to complete 200 hours of community service. She received a
three year suspended sentence if she did not comply with the terms of her five year
probation. Despite the opportunities to comply with the above probation terms to
which Patigler had agreed, she ultimately failed to remove all waste from the site and
in November 2015 was ordered to serve the three-year sentence. DTSC’s Emergency
Response immediately began a cleanup of the hazardous wastes left on site. This
joint investigation was a partnered effort with the Contra Costa County District
Attorney’s Office, the Contra Costa County Environmental Health Services Hazardous
Materials Unit, Richmond City Fire, Alameda County District Attorney’s Office and the
Contra Costa County Central Sanitation District. DTSC also has a civil lawsuit against
Patigler in Contra Costa County Superior Court and has obtained a judgement of over
$8 million against the company and is pursuing Patigler for separate penalties.

OCI Miscellaneous Activities

A. Lean Six-Sigma Referral Inprovement Process Initiative Project Summary

During the Spring and Summer of 2015, OCI participated in a Lean Six-Sigma Green
Belt training program offered by the Governor’s Office of Business and Economic
Development (GO-Biz) and the Government Operations Agency (Gov Ops) in order to
improve OCl’s investigation and referral process, which had more than tripled in
length over the past decade and resulted in 75% fewer referrals. The project team
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included a Green Belt trainee who learned to use analytical and statistical tools
employed by Lean Six-Sigma, plus participants from DTSC and the California
Department of Justice who provided input during the development of each phase of
the project. Using the Lean Six-Sigma methodology, the team found that 72% of OCl’'s
total investigation and referral times were composed of waiting, primarily due to staff
redirecting their focus to other cases. The project team improved the investigation and
referral process by developing a value vs. complexity matrix to prioritize time devoted
to each case. Additionally, the team instituted the use of a stage gate process and
case tracking document to increase the visibility of case progress and improve
scheduling and allocation of resources. Staff use of the new investigation and referral
process was initiated in December 2015 and will be monitored using statistical
process control charts and quarterly audits to track days to referral and percent of
successful prosecutions. With consistent use of the new system and Lean Six-Sigma
methodology, 95% of cases will be referred within six months while maintaining the
quality of work product necessary to sustain or improve the ratio of successful
prosecutions.

B. Task Force Attendance
OCI staff attended 19 local Task Force Meetings between July 1, 2015 and
December 31, 2015. Those meetings resulted in seven requests for assistance,

including two community consultations, a request for OCI lead on an Enforcement
Investigation, a Prosecutor Assist, and four toxic assists.

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Program-Wide Activities

Some of the other activities which are absolutely essential for the effective
implementation of an authorized RCRA program in the State of California include:

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Green Chemistry Initiative and Implementation of Safer Consumer
Products Regulations

With US EPA’s support, DTSC continued making significant progress in the
implementation of the Safer Consumer Product regulations. The most prominent
accomplishments achieved with the support of US EPA grant funding have been
products of efforts to build relationships and share information.

As in previous reporting periods, we have greatly benefited from work funded by the
grant using the Intergovernmental Personnel Act (IPA) program. Eileen Sheehan, our
IPA liaison, has continued to be an incredible asset in a variety of efforts and ways. Her
support and work facilitating coordination and collaboration with US EPA staff and
management in Region 9 and Headquarters’ Office of Chemical Safety and Pollution
Prevention (OCSPP) and Office of Research and Development (ORD) has contributed
greatly to the identification of potential priority products and the development of guidance
for conducting Alternatives Analyses. In addition to Eileen’s work connecting technical
staff at DTSC with colleagues at EPA, she has continued expansion of the DTSC/EPA
relationship by connecting key staff in the areas of exposure science, computational
toxicology and data systems dealing with chemical information sources. Eileen has
facilitated delivery of webinars and trainings for DTSC staff that have enhanced our
understanding of EPA’s work and our ability to better utilize a variety of tools and
information sources developed by EPA.

While not directly funded by the RCRA Grant, an MOU between California, Washington
and Oregon departments responsible for Green Chemistry policies and regulations was
developed and signed during the reporting period. This effort was modeled after the
DTSC/EPA Green Chemistry MOU and its goal is to promote coordination, collaboration,
and communication on work each state is doing in the area of green chemistry and
chemicals policies and programs. Coordinated efforts under this MOU may lead to
further coordination opportunities, including grants, with EPA Region 9, Region 10, and
Headquarters to gain greater efficiencies and productivity than might be achieved
individually.

During the reporting period, DTSC continued implementing the provisions of the Safer
Consumer Product (SCP) regulations, which were effective October 1, 2013. These
regulations promote the design and use of consumer products that minimize potential
harm to people and the environment from hazardous chemicals by encouraging the use
of safer alternatives. These efforts are consistent with US EPA’s efforts to promote
pollution prevention, hazardous waste source reduction and green chemistry practices.

These efforts include the following tasks:
A. Implementing the 2015 — 2017 Priority Product Work Plan. The Work Plan, which was
finalized in April 2015, identifies seven categories of products on which DTSC will

focus during the current 3-year cycle in identifying potential Priority Products. The
Plan also identifies the policy priorities that informed DTSC’s selection of product
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categories, which will also be used in evaluating products from within the categories.
Since the last report, DTSC has made significant progress in implementing the work
plan. Currently, small scoping teams drawn from the Department’'s Chemical and
Product Evaluation Team have been identifying and prioritizing chemicals used in the
various product categories that align with the policy priorities and are identifying
subcategories of products that may expose and harm people or environmental
receptors. DTSC anticipates holding a series of workshops and meetings in the
summer of 2016 to discuss the scoping teams’ findings and to gather information that
will assist us in identifying potential future Priority Products. This work included active
dialogue with a variety of EPA staff and management, mostly from the Office of
Chemical Safety and Pollution Prevention and the Office of Research and
Development.

B. In September, 2014 DTSC launched the new California Safer Products Information
Management System (CalSAFER). CalSAFER is an online tool which allows the
public to provide comments and documents directly to DTSC via a secure online
portal. During this reporting period, DTSC used CalSAFER to solicit public comments
on a rulemaking proposal to update the Candidate Chemical List and on the draft
Stage 1 Alternatives Analysis Guidelines. DTSC upgraded the Comments search
feature to allow public stakeholders to search through Comments quickly and
effortlessly. The Candidate Chemical Database was also enhanced to allow data to
be easily revised, updated and validated thus ensuring the public’s access to the
highest quality data possible. The project team completed development of the
Registration module as well as the business requirements for the Priority Products
Notifications and Alternatives Analysis modules. When these modules are launched
in 2016, responsible entities will be able to securely register and submit documents
that may include trade secret information such as Priority Product Notifications,
Chemical Removal/Replacement Notifications, and Alternatives Analyses.

C. DTSC redesigned the Safer Consumer Products (SCP) website. Using Google
Analytics to track areas of interest, DTSC prioritized information that was the most
sought-after by stakeholders. The effort also included creating branding elements to
make the SCP website and other deliverables easily identifiable. The website’s
organizational structure now reflects the major activities related to the Safer
Consumer Products regulations. Much effort was put into making the language easily
accessible and explaining the impacts and mechanisms of the regulations.

D. DTSC convened Green Ribbon Science Panel (GRSP) on November 12 and
13, 2015. The GRSP meeting focused on DTSC’s draft Alternatives Analysis Guide
for Stage 1 AA’s and on the work being conducted by the Chemical Product
Evaluation Team to implement the Priority Product Work Plan. This GRSP meeting
was especially helpful to DTSC, in part, due to a revised format which promoted a
more active dialogue between DTSC staff and GRSP members. The GRSP provides
advice and is a resource to the DTSC Director, management and staff on a variety of
scientific and technical matters related to developing green chemistry and chemicals
policy recommendations and implementation strategies. GRSP meeting agendas and
transcripts are available on GRSP's Webpage.
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E. DTSC continued development of AA guidance, tools, training and information. The
AA Guide encompasses two stages that correspond to the SCP regulatory
requirements. The draft first stage AA Guide was released for public review and input
in September, 2015, and DTSC held two webinars for its presentation to
stakeholders. The webinars were attended by over 200 interested stakeholders.

DTSC continues development of the Guide covering the second stage AA process
and topics. The draft second stage AA Guide is expected to be completed and
released for public comment in summer 2016. Webinars will likewise be conducted
after its release. DTSC’s AA Guide will be a comprehensive guide for conducting
Alternatives Analyses under the state’s SCP regulatory requirement framework.
Deliverables will include workshops/webinars on the guidance, published guidance
documents, case studies, training materials and delivery. Materials developed for
California’s program will have utility within the “community of practice” conducting
alternatives assessments under various authorities. DTSC has maintained
coordination with various entities using and developing Alternatives Assessment
models (US EPA’s Safer Choice, Interstate Chemicals Clearinghouse, BizNGO,
Interagency Alternatives Assessment Workgroup, etc.).

F. Promoting Green Chemistry Education and Practice: DTSC continued to collaborate
with higher education institutions to further the development of green chemistry based
curriculums, education and practice to create a work force which understands green
chemistry principles and develops useful tools.

DTSC continued our work the UC Berkeley Center for Green Chemistry Greener
Solutions program by providing expertise and funding for the continued growth of the
program. Deliverables included student/industry collaborative reports and students
with increased knowledge and capabilities.

In the fall semester, 2015 Greener Solutions students worked with Autodesk to
develop safer and more sustainable resins for 3d printing, and with Method to develop
laundry detergents that work effectively in cold water, low-energy wash cycles. The
students working on the Autodesk team used biomimicry concepts to research the
biochemical processes used by mussels and oysters, both of which create strong,
fast acting, liquid adhesives in aquatic environments. The Method team was looking
for alternatives for oily stain removal in clothing. They identified potential approaches
that would minimize energy needs and toxicity by developing natural enzymes for
stain removers or detergents. They also developed an alternative mechanical solution
using an object with oil-adhesives surfaces that when used in the washing machine
could attract grease from clothes. Greener Solutions sponsoring companies were
very enthusiastic about the students’ work.

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Information Management

DTSC’s EnviroStor Data Management System regularly reports enforcement, permitting,
and corrective action outputs. These reports include the GPRA accomplishments to
RCRAInfo to ensure accurate, timely, and complete tracking and reporting of RCRA core
measures. DTSC continues to transfer data to RCRAInfo by exporting data in the
approved XML format and uploading the XML file to the Cal/EPA node, which is then
transferred to US EPA’s Central Data Exchange (CDX). From CDX, the data is then
transferred to RCRAInfo. Data for Enforcement, Corrective Action, and Permitting is
reported on a monthly basis on approximately the 15" of each month. Quality assurance
and control was conducted after each successful upload to ensure that the data was
successfully transferred. Below are the dates of each successful upload which include
special requests for additional uploads beyond the regularly scheduled monthly process.

RCRAInfo — CERS Data Uploads

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Biennial Report - Policy and Program Support Division

2015-16 is the second Biennial Report (BR) cycle for the Policy and Program Support
Division. The BR serves to gather information about the generation, transportation, and
final disposition of hazardous waste in the state. The resulting BR is maintained and
managed to evaluate and characterize RCRA hazardous waste management,
generation, treatment, storage, disposal, minimization, and waste management capacity.

1 On November 19, 2015, DTSC secured the EasiTrak software as a one-time
transitional solution to replace the “Florida Software” used in the 2013 Report.
EasiTrak was the U.S. EPA’s recommended software used by several other
reporting states.

I On December 29, 2015, DTSC identified all RCRA LQGs and TSDFs operating in
California during the 2015 survey cycle.

I On December 31, 2015, EasiTrak became operational with California’s information

on the State Information Page.

Formal Enforcement Actions

RCRA Funded Facilities — Formal Enforcement

Interstate Pumping Company, City of Chino Hills, San Bernardino County:
CAL000328860. On July 24, DTSC entered into a Consent Order with Interstate
Pumping Company (Interstate) settling violations discovered during a February 26-

27, 2015 transporter inspection. The violation includes storage of hazardous waste
without an authorization from DTSC. Interstate agreed to pay a penalty of $1,080. The
facility paid the penalty after the CO was fully executed at the end of the settlement
meeting on July 24, 2015.

P. W. Stephens Environmental, Inc., City Of Huntington Beach, Orange County:
CAR000050815. On August 6, 2015, DTSC entered into a Consent Order with

P. W. Stephens Environmental Services settling violations discovered during a
January 28, 2015 transporter inspection. The violation includes storage of hazardous
waste without an authorization from DTSC. P. W. Stephens agreed to pay a penalty of
$3,160. The facility paid the penalty after the CO was fully executed at the end of the
settlement meeting on August 6, 2015.

Petroleum Solids Control (PSC), City of Signal Hill, Los Angeles County:
CAL000346694. On December 9th, 2015, DTSC entered into a Stipulation & Order
(SO) with Petroleum Solids Control (PSC). PSC agreed to settle the Enforcement
Order issued on November 5th, 2015, and pay the full penalty amount of $26,546.00
within 30 days of December 9, 2015. PSC transported hazardous waste without
transporter registration for two years.

Safety-Kleen Systems Inc, City of Plano, Collin County, Texas: TXR000050930.
On September 15, 2015, the California Office of the Attorney General filed a Stipulated
Final Judgement in Los Angeles Superior Court for Safety-Kleen, settling violations
resulting from a facility self-disclosure. The investigation of the self-disclosure began on
May 29, 2012, and involved the review of approximately 2,500 manifests. Safety-Kleen
was cited for failure to test Used Oil for PCBs, flashpoint, and halogens. The case was
referred to the Attorney General’'s Office on October 29, 2012. The company paid a civil
penalty of $700,000.

Non-RCRA Funded Facilities — Formal Enforcement

Cal-Chem Corporation, City of South El Monte, Los Angeles County:
CAL000311687. On December 2, 2015, DTSC entered into a Consent Order with
Cal-Chem Corporation, settling violations found during a November 10, 2010 inspection.
Cal-Chem was cited for the following violations: lllegal treatment in tanks; storage of
hazardous waste for greater than 90 days with-out a permit; failure to make a
hazardous waste determination; failure to provide secondary containment for two tanks;
and failure to conduct tank integrity assessments for two tanks. The company corrected
the violations; and provided DTSC with evidence and signed a certification that they did
not have the financial resources to pay any portion of the proposed penalty of $93,750.
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E-Waste Direct, Inc., City Of Dublin, Alameda County: CAL000405513. On
August 3, 2015, DTSC entered into a Consent Order with E-Waste Direct, Inc. The
facility settled for the assessed penalty of $4,000. The facility was cited in

January 26, 2015 during an E-Waste Collector Inspection for failing to notify the
Department 30 days prior to treating universal waste electronic devices.

MAW Green Energy, City of Fresno, Fresno County: No EPA ID (complaint). On
October 30, 2015, the Attorney General’s office filed a default judgment against
defendant Sean Tobin which settles the matter involving Mr. Tobin. The judgment
against Mr. Tobin is in the amount of $150,000. The stipulated civil penalty will be
satisfied as follows: defendant to pay $3,000, defendant to attend California Compliance
School or pay an additional $1,000, the balance of $146,000 will be stayed due to

Mr. Tobin’s inability to pay, and for a period of ten years the defendant will not perform
any management of hazardous waste. DTSC concurrently seeks a court judgment by
default against remaining individual defendants Joseph Lister and Carl Johnson.

Pacific Steel, Inc., City of National City, San Diego County: CAD053816617. On
December 21, 2015, DTSC signed a Stipulation for Entry of Final Judgment and Order
with Pacific Steel, Inc. (PSI). PSI agreed to pay $138,000 dollars to settle hazardous
waste violations found during a complaint investigation conducted on

August 9-10, 2010. As part of the corrective action, PSI completed the site removal of
approximately 27,000 tons of Non-RCRA soil and 8,000 tons of RCRA contaminated
soil. PSl is a scrap metal recycler located in National City, San Diego County.
Automotive shredding operations were reported to have historically been conducted at
the site.

S.L. Fusco, City of Rancho Dominguez, Los Angeles County: No EPA ID
(complaint). On November 2, 2015, DTSC entered into a Consent Order with S.L.
Fusco settling violations resulting from a complaint investigation that began on
September 17, 2013. S.L. Fusco was cited for selling and offering for sale glass beads
that contain more than 100 parts per million of Lead and more than 75 parts per million
of Arsenic that were used with pressure, suction, or wet or dry blasting equipment. The
company is no longer selling the glass beads, an all remaining inventory containing an
excess of the regulatory levels for lead and arsenic have been disposed of lawfully.
S.L. Fusco was not subject to a penalty unless they are found selling glass beads, with
prohibitive compounds in excess of legal limits under California laws, again.
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APPENDIX B
Imperial County and Trinity County CUPA Programs
Implementation Summary

BACKGROUND:

The Unified Program consolidates, coordinates and makes consistent the
administrative requirements, permits, inspections and enforcement activities of six
environmental and emergency response programs. The state agencies
responsible for these programs set the standards for their program while local
governments implement the standards. Cal/EPA oversees the implementation of
the Unified Program as a whole. The program is implemented at the local level by
82 local governmental agencies, CUPAs, certified by the Secretary of Cal/EPA.
DTSC has been designated by Cal/EPA to implement the program in Imperial and
Trinity Counties.

New Electronic Reporting: On January 1, 2009, State Assembly Bill 2286 went
into effect. This law requires all regulated businesses and all implementing local
governmental agencies, CUPAs, to use the Internet to file required CUPA
information previously filed by paper forms into CERS. This includes facility data
regarding hazardous material regulatory activities, chemical inventories,
underground and aboveground storage tanks, and hazardous waste generation. It
also includes CUPA data such as inspections and enforcement actions. All
regulated businesses and CUPAs in the State of California must use CERS to file
by January 1, 2013. DTSC’s Imperial and Trinity CUPAS’ internal data systems,
Envision Connect, will be able to directly interact and exchange information with
CERS by March 2016. Therefore, staff will no longer be required to manually
enter inspection and enforcement information in both databases. (The data
exchange does not have a deadline; however, per AB2286 the CUPAs have to
enter inspection and enforcement data into CERS by the end of the fiscal year
annually starting 2013/2014. DTSC CUPAs did input inspection information by
June 30, 2014. This effort was done manually in order to comply with the law).

CUPA Enforcement: To achieve compliance with CERS entries by delinquent
busmesses DTSC-CUPA program:
1 Conducted workshops.

_ Assisted businesses in the entering of their business plan while conducting
the CUPA inspection.

1 Had the facility grant access to their seeded information in CERS for
updating.
